I am a bit concerned that the tribes haven't all received our letter and would like to recommend that I make phone calls 

to each of them to ensure they have the CD and letter from EPA about tribal consultation. This would help in ensuring 

that they have received the information and also help to see where they are at with any potential requests for 

consultation.
